Should 
theiuoUon be denied an appeal-tvvill bo taken 
to tho court In bane in April, lieferrlni; to 
the verdict, Scovillo said, after hearing Jmlse 
Cox's charge, he was not surprised that tho 
jury rendered a verdict' of guilty. Ilo re- 
trained Irom Viassini; any criticism upon 
Judge Cox's charge further than to say that he 
had not been accustomed to hear a judgo ad- 
dress a jury as Judge Cox did, but simply to 
inbuilt widen particulars, ami this upon Die 
la«' bearing tirKm Ilio case, and not upon tlie 
evidence.

The condemnation of President Gartield's 


murderer is the solo topic o£ conversation 
throughout tlie city «t every fireside, at hotel 
lobbies and public places to-night.

were unanimous In the opinion tlrat the ver- 
dict was final; that tho assassin would ex- 
piato Ms great crime on tha gallows.

'mentioned that Gultcau was undoubtedly a 
lunatic; that it would bo far better for .the 
name and fame of tlio country had the wretch 
been pronounced insane and imprisoned for 


' life in an Insane asylum. 


Expressions of sympathy for tho brother 


imd sister of the assassin were universal. 
Gultcau -was 'furnished with an excellent 
supper. toAilght, and although ho had said lie 
was vcr.y "hungry >ct ho 
oto sparingly. 


Warden Crocker informed him that hereafter 
a guard would constantly bo stationed ttt his 
coll floor. Warden Crocker said: "I do not 
anticipate tbat tho prisoner wlUMuakp any

brutality, vulgar ruffianism mixed with the 
shrewdness of a smart pettifogging attorney, 
lie showed himself enough to catch Instantly 
tho drift and bearing of every sentence Por- 
ter spoke. -The sanest man in tho jury and 
audience was not more quiet nf mind than 
"Ihe assassin, or had greater capacity for fol- 
lowing iho argument.

heard him could have any doubt of his com- 
plete sanity and responsibility.
